‘Next Month 


AVE a little from your tea 

S ration for a, summer day is 

now a good principle, because 

at the end of this month the pre- 

sent weekly allowance of an ounce 

per head will be reduced ‘to 8 of 
au ounce. 

The supply position will not: per- 
mit of a continuance of the présent 
ration after the end of March, and 
it is not lrxely that there will be 
any change for the better. during 
the summer. y = 
Shortly before Christmas the half 
ounce ration was doubled, and at the 
time it was officially felt that the 
increased ailowance could not be 
increased beyond the month of 


January. However, the Depart- 
ment of Supplies considered that a 
continuance of the allowance would 
help to relieve hardships created 
during the winter months by a short- 
age of milk. 

The reduced ration will begin on 
April Ist, and there will be a cor- 
responding reduction in the supplies 
allowed to institutions; catering 
establishments, etc. 

It is now possible to obtain two 
weeks’ ration of tea at one time, 
but if a fortnight’s. supplies are 
purchased at once, no tation of tea 
may be obtained in the week suc- 
ceeding that in which the purchase 
is made,

“There was complete agreement 
of views,’’ Berlin asserted. ‘* Mus- 
solini and Ribbentrop reaffirmed the 
determination of both countries to 
continue the war with all the neces- 
sary strength until the complete 
destruction of the enemy forces, and 
emphatically asserted their resolute 
will to set up a new order in 
Europe after achieving final victory.”’

During the follow- 
ing seventeen months the enemy 
stubboraly and doggedly attempted 
to hold the captured district, and 
converted it into a powerful fortified 
area, naming it the Demyansk 
fortress.

The enemy, having sensed 
the danger of encirclement, began a 
hurried retreat westwards under the 
blows of our troops. 


8,000 KILLED 


** During eight days of fighting 
our troops relentlessly pursued the 
enemy and liberated 32 inhabited 
localities, including the town of 
Demyansk and the district centres of 
Lychkovo and Zaluchie. An area of 
2,350 square kilometres (about 900 
square miles) has been cleared of the 
enemy. 

““In eight days of fighting our 
troops captured 45,000 German 
officers - and men. The following 
booty was also captured :—78 air- 
craft, 97 tanks, 289 guns of various 
calibres, 711 machine-guns, and

STIFF RESISTANCE 


LONDON, Monday. — Reuter’s

‘* On many rivers the ice is now 
broken or treacherously thin, offer- 
ing greater obstacles to the rapid 
and unobserved movement of 
infantry and motorised detachments. 
As roads are water-logged, move- 
ment of troops becomes almost 
entirely confined to railways,”* 


SECOND FRONT 
An A.P. Staff Correspondent in 


the Ukraine says: “ Down here, on 
one of Russia’s most vital first 
fronts, there is constant talk amon 
the soldiers and officers of a unite 
nations’ second front. Red Army 
men pushing through the slush, as 
they press against the Germans west 
of Kharkov; when they learn that 
you are British or American, smile, 
grasp your hand in a friendly way, 
and say: ‘ We are going all right 
down here, but you would help us 
a lot if we had a second front. When 
will there be one?’ I asked lots of 
these fighters what they thought of 
the North African operations—were 
they not a second front? Their 
answers were about the same. They 
regard them as highly important to 
the Allied victory over Germany and 
Italy, but no one I talked to con- 
sidered them as a second front.” 
German radio claimed last night 
that Barvenkova (east of Lozovaya) 
had been recaptured by a German 
tank unit, after fierce street and 
house-to-house fighting.—(The A.P.) 


British Fight New 
Tunisia Attack 


British troops were last: night con- 
centrating on the only successful 
push “of the six-poimtéd German 
attack in Northern Tunisia, 


German tanks and idhfanotr, have 
been thrown into this push, whieh 


has resulted in Axis troops infiltrat- 
ing four miles beyond Sidi Neir, be- 
tween Mateur and Beja. 

General Eisenhower, in ‘his com- 
mumiqué yesterday, reported that 
attacks in this area “ were in every 
case thrown back, the enemy suffer- 
ing heayy losses both in men and 
tanks.” |

Apparently Signor Mussolini and 
Herr von Ribbentrop have decided 
that Germany and Italy will con- 
tinue to fight until they have 
achieved the ‘‘complete destruc- 
tion ” of all enemy forces; and, 
when that victory shall have been 
achieved, they will proceed to set 
up their new order in Europe. 
This very positive statement 
would seem to give the lie direct 
to those rumours of peace feelers 
which have been so current in 
international circles during recent 
weeks. They may be said to have 
been started by the visit to the 
Vatican of Monsignor Spellman, 
Archbishop of New York. Count 
Bethlen, a former Premier of 
Hungary, also has been in Rome, 
and last week Don Juan, Pre- 
tender to the Spanish throne, and 
a former officer in the British 
Navy, also arrived in the Italian 
capital in order to take part in 
the commemoration of the late 
King Alfonso’s death. Both the 
Finnish Envoy and the German 
Ambassador to the Vatican have 
been recalled to their respective 
capitals ‘‘ for consultation,’’ and 
the coincidence of Herr von 
Ribbentrop’ s visib to Rome has 
given the rumour-mongers full 
scope for the exercise of their 
peculiar talents. It was obvious 
from the beginning that some kind 
of official answer to the Anglo- 
American challenge, thrown down 
at Casablanca, would be forth- 
coming. Presumably, Herr Hitler 
is too busily occupied at. military 
headquarters in Russia to visit 
Signor Mussolini in person; but 
Herr von Ribbentrop often has 
deputised for him in the past, 
notably on the famous occasion 
of the (pact with Monsieur 
Molotov shortly before the out- 
break of war, and it would be 


“foolish to draw any premature 


conclusions from the fact that he, 
rather than the Fuehrer, made 
the trip to Rome. On the face of 
it, there seems to be no possi- 
bility .of compromise between 
the ‘Churchill-Roosevelt formula 
of ‘‘ unconditional surrender ” and 
the Mussolini-Ribbentrop formula, 
of “ complete destruction ” of the 
enemies of the Axis; but it was 
ever thus. Sooner or later this 
war must come to an end; and, 
no matter how one looks at the 
matter, the “ complete destruc- 
tion ”” of either set of belligerents 
would create problems the solu- 
tion of which would make the 
problems that faced the peace- 
makers at Versailles twenty-four 
years ago look like child’s play. 

While, therefore, there is no: 
reason to suppose that Herr von 
Ribbentrop’s visit to Rome has 
anything to do with Monsignor 
Spellman’s.. presence at the 


vestige of truth in the rumours of 
peace moves, the day must come 
when reason and common-sense.

Often I have wondered how these 
shrewd business men managed to 
balanee their books at the end of 
the year; for seldom do they seem 
to be greftly pressed with work.

The scheme will have as its | 
prim objects :— 

The lowering, year by year, of the 
incidence of the disease by the 
application of modern scientific 
methods; 

The education of stock-owners and 
the general public on the value to 
the country of the éradication of the 
disease and the advantage of tubercle- 
free food; 

Legislative measures at present in 
operation, in the opinion of the 
‘Association, are not sufficiently com- 
prehensive, and, while they ensure 
that the disease does not increase, 
they are not effective enough to 
reduce it. 

Yesterday, in an exclusive inter- 
view with the Jrish Times, the 
President of the Association (Pro- 
fessor William Kearney) outlined the 
scheme, which, he said, would not 
cause undue hardship to the stock- 
owner, the general public or the 
financial resources of the Govern- 
ment. Because the climination of 
bovine tuberculosis will take time— 
it took twenty-five years to eradicate 
it from 90,000, cattle in the 
United States—the cost will be 
spread over many years, and will 
mí a over-burden the tax- 


PT The ideal method of dealing with 
the disease, Professor Kearney ex- 
plained, was to eliminate gradually 
all infected cattle, with the voluntary 
aid of the owners, by means of what 
was known as an “area by area’ 
plan. The healthy animals which 
were thus created in these areas 
would then be used to supply the 
replacements in other areas as the 
pla extended. In America, where 
admittedly the incidence of the 
disease was very much lower than 
it is in this country, this plan com- 
pletely eradicated it from all forty- 
eight States in twenty-five years, and 
now in Great Britain an “area by 
area’’ plan is in operation on a 
smaller scale. 


VITALLY IMPORTANT 


Eradication eliminates the con- 
siderable loss which the disease 
causes yearly to farmers, and safe- 
guards the human population. It is, in 
addition, of vital importance, in 
view of the opinion of Dr. Bruno 
Lange, one of the greatest experts 
on the subject in the world, who 
says: “Taking into consideration 
alt--the —-known=facts.concerning 
human tuberculosis of bovine origin 
we have every reason to employ all 
the methods at our command to 
combat this source of tuberculosis 
in men. e are all the more bound 
to such a procedure by the fact that 
we are able to institute much more 
effective measures against the trans- 
mission of bovine infection to 
humans than are at our disposal for 
the prevention of tuberculosis trans- 
mitted from man to man.’ 

It would be necessary to kill every 
infected animal to make the plan 
successful, but no cow would be 
killed without due regard to the 
conditions and circumstances of the 
farmer. The Government would 
have to guarantee, in addition, to 
restock every farm as well as to 
compensate the owner financially. 
The plan would be launched in an 
area which was comparatively free 
from the disease—perhaps Kerry or 
the West. _ It would then spread 
outwards. In the beginning there 
would be no question of compulsion,* 
and no farmer would be forced to 
kill his animals as he was during 
the outbreaks of mecM Py, 20 
disease. But the Association ho 
to educate stock owners to reali 
the necessity of drastic action, 


URGENT MATTER 
The success of the scheme will 
depend upon the tuberculin test 
which in recent years has been made 
virtually foolproof. The animals 
are injected with tuberculin, and 
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
